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FOUND DEAD 


Man in his 40s ‘may have fallen from top floor window’

The death of a man found naked 
outside a converted mansion 
house in Surbiton was not suspi¬ 
cious, police have said. 

The man, believed to have been 
in his 40s, was found dead outside 
flats in St Leonard’s Road, off 
Maple Road, on Monday morning. 

Police and paramedics were 


called at about 6.25am to reports 
of a man found injured, but pro¬ 
nounced him dead at the scene 
just yards from St Andrew’s and 
St Mark’s Junior School. 

A police spokesman said: “Offi¬ 
cers believe they know the identi¬ 
ty of the deceased and enquiries 
are under way to inform next of 
kin.” 

Several people said they believe 
the man may have fallen from a 
top floor window. 

Pigeon spikes that appeared 
to have fallen from a window sill 


on the top floor could be seen 
outside the main entrance to the 
property. 

It is understood the dead man 
did not live in the property, and 
that the residents who lived in the 
flat where the man was believed to 
be staying were not at home at the 
time of his death. 

Residents living in the block 
said the man was found naked, 
lying at the foot of steps leading 
up to the main entrance of the 
building. 

One woman, who was woken 


when emergency services ar¬ 
rived, said the man may have been 
wearing shorts, or could have 
been covered over with a towel. 

His death was initially treated as 
unexplained, but was labelled 
non-suspicious just hours later. 

Police declined to release 
the man’s name as the Kingston 
Guardian went to press on 
Tuesday.

A Tudor mansion that was 
painstakingly moved brick by 
brick from Essex to Kingston 
more than 100 years ago has 
gone up for sale. 

Cedar Court, in Coombe Hill 
Road, was built in 1483 on the 
bank of the river Colne, near 
Chelmsford, but in 1910 wealthy 
antiquarian Walter Thornton- 


Smith moved the entire proper¬ 
ty to a piece of land he bought 
beside Coombe Hill golf course. 

The 12-bedroom, nine-bath¬ 
room house has been through 
many incarnations over the 
years, serving as a residence for 
a wealthy merchant, a tavern 
and a furniture store before its 
move. 

Mr Thornton-Smith bought 
the original house for £350 and 
then spent £30,000 and two years 
dismantling and re-building it. 

Every part of the building was 


sectioned out and numbered so 
that it could be rebuilt exactly 
as it was after its 42-mile trip. 

The property is advertised as 
“price on application”, but it is 
certain to go for far more than 
the £350 spent 104 years ago. 

The estate agent in charge of 
selling the property, Diana Wor- 
mal, said: “It is definitely the 
most interesting property I 
have ever handled in Coombe 
Hill and it is destined to sell to 
someone with a deep passion for 
history.”

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Town centre stick 
fighters sent to jail

Two men who brought traffic to 
a standstill as they lashed out 
with sticks and belts in 
Kingston town centre during a 
street fight have been jailed. 

Stepbrothers Craig Jones, 25, 
and Scott Mills-Jones, 27, were 
found guilty of affray at 
Kingston Crown Court last 
week. 

Their sister Natalia Connelly, 
35, and friend Jason Mayo, 29, 
were also found guilty of affray. 

A fifth defendant, Jermone 
Crooks, 23, from Thornton 
Heath, was cleared of the same 
charge. 

During the trial it was alleged 
the fight, at about 5.30pm on 
April 15 this year, was sparked 
when Mr Crooks made a “sexu¬ 
al comment” towards Natalia 
Connolly. 

The ensuing fight started out¬ 
side the Kings Tun pub in 
Clarence Street, spilling into 
the one-way system and down 
towards Wheatfield Way. 

Ahead of his sentencing, 
Jones’ defence council Greg 
Foxsmith encouraged his client 
to stop smiling and laughing. 

Jones then listened to his mit¬ 
igation stoney-faced. 

Mr Foxsmith said: “He grew 
up with his mum and never 
knew his father. 

“He has insisted that he has 
reflected since he has been in 
custody. 

“He has done every course in 
prison - there are no further 
courses he can do. There is 
nothing else new for him save 
for one course.” 

He added Jones only got in¬ 
volved because of a “misguid¬ 
ed” support for others in his 
group and despite previous con¬ 
victions for petty offences, 
hoped to rehabilitate. 

Joao Arsenio, defending Mills- 
Jones, also said a lack of a 


father figure had contributed to 
his client’s lifestyle. 

He said: “He tells me this has 
been a gap in his life.” 

But Mr Arsenio added having 
recently got back in touch with 
his father, Mills-Jones had been 
offered labouring work upon 
his release from prison. 

The court also heard that 
Mills-Jones, who struggled with 
drink and drug problems, had 
attained GCSEs despite having 
learning difficulties and 


one-to-one support at school. 

Mr Arsenio said: “That was a 
significant effort given the 
circumstances.” 

But judge Judith Coello sen¬ 
tenced the brothers, both of 
Chelsea Close, Hampton Hill, to 
15 months in prison on Friday. 

Mayo, of Fielding Avenue, 
Twickenham, will be sentenced 
on January 15. 

Connelly, who lives in East 
Road, Kingston, will be sen¬ 
tenced at a later date.

The Ministry of Defence 
(MoD) is soon to announce 
the sale of the Harrier jump 
jet kept at the Surbiton air 
cadet headquarters. 

The iconic Harrier GR3, 
which arrived back in the 
borough in 2005 and is be¬ 
lieved to have seen service in 
the Falklands War, was put 
up for sale last month. 

Officials said in July the jet 
had to be removed from its 
home in 1034 Squadron’s 
Tolworth headquarters due 
to health and safety fears 
over its “rapidly deteriorating 
condition”. 

But cadets past and pre¬ 
sent reacted with anger and 
sadness to the decision - 
with one calling the move 
“a crime” because of the 
jet’s sentimental and

training value 
squadron. 

Former cadet James Man¬ 
ning said: “It’s good to hear 
that it’s up for sale and not 
up for scrap [but] it’s still 
possible, I’m guessing. 


“It’s a shame that it has to 
be going - it’s history. I will 
be there whenever it gets 
transported away.” 

A tender notice sent out 
by the MoD described the 
condition of the jet. 


It said: “The airframe is old 
and shows some signs of 
weather-induced wear. 

“Although the structure of 
the aircraft doesn’t present 
an immediate health and 
safety hazard, the full 



structural integrity of the 
airframe is not known. The 
engine may contain residual 
radioactive materials.” 

The ministry set a reserve 
price on the sale, the docu¬ 
ment shows, and tenderers 
were asked to demonstrate 
how they would transport, 
dismantle or remove the 
aircraft. 

The Kingston Guardian 
understands several inter¬ 
ested parties viewed the jet 


at a session on Monday, 
November 24. Its buyer, and 
how much they have 
paid for the Harrier, 
remains unknown. 

A ministry spokeswoman 
said: “The Surbiton Harrier 
is still being dealt with by 
the Defence Disposal Ser¬ 
vices Authority and we’ll be 
notified in due course once 
the Harrier has formally 
been transferred to a new 
owner.”

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Teen jailed for life for killing student

A teenager has been 
sentenced to life in prison for 
the murder of Kingston Col¬ 
lege student Jamil Palmer. 

Mohammed Barre, 17, from 
Hounslow, was found guilty 
of the 18-year-old business 
student’s murder on Wed¬ 
nesday, following a six-week 
trial at the Old Bailey. 

Barre stabbed Mr Palmer 
during a pre-arranged fight 
in Crane Park, Whitton, on 
May 6 this year. 

He will serve at least 17 
years in jail before being 
considered for parole. 

Four other teenagers, also 
on trial for murdering the 
former Richmond College 
and Kingston College stu¬ 
dent, were found not guilty. 

The 17-year-old, with 


whom Mr Palmer had a 
long-running feud, inflicted 
the fatal blow to the chest 
during a “pre-arranged 
fight” in broad daylight at 
Crane Park, the court heard. 

Passing sentence, Judge 
Richard Hone QC described 
Barre as a “troubled and 
turbulent young man”. 

He said: “By your actions 
you have, in effect, passed a 
life sentence on to all mem¬ 
bers of the victim’s family. 
The pain and devastation 
caused to innocent people is 
beyond description.” 

The judge reflected on how 
an earlier fight that day be¬ 
tween Barre, of Byron 
Avenue in Hounslow, and Mr 
Palmer in Browells Lane, 
Feltham, contributed to the 
murder. 

He said: “It was quite 
apparent to me in evidence 
that the fatal events of May 6 
were led by you and you

wanted to show your associ¬ 
ates, and those of Jamil 
Palmer, that you were a force 
to be reckoned with. 

“In those primeval few 


seconds of fury and anger, 
there was no real difference 
between the intention to se¬ 
riously injure and the inten¬ 
tion to kill. 

“I do find a serious degree 
of pre-meditation between 
Browells Lane and Crane 
Park.” 

The teenager was found 
guilty of possessing a blade 
while on bail in July 2012, as 
well as previous convictions 
including theft and robbery. 

Barre showed no emotion 
throughout the sentencing. 

Kishon Zelaya, 18, from 
Reading, a 15-year-old boy 
and two 16-year-old boys 
were found not guilty of 
murder. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Noel McHugh, of the homi¬ 
cide and major crime com¬ 
mand in Putney, said: “What 
started as a petty squabble 
between two teenagers 
ended with Jamil paying the 
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ultimate price of losing his 
life. 

“Jamil never stood a 
chance against his attacker 
who was armed with a knife. 

“Anyone who carries a 
knife should be the aware of 
the potentially fatal conse¬ 
quences of their actions.” 

The trial lasted almost six 
weeks and the jury, made up 
of seven men and five 
women, reached its verdict 
in less than 24 hours. 

Kingston College prin¬ 
cipal Peter Mayhew- i 
Smith said: “We all 
remember Jamil 
very fondly because 
he was a hugely 
popular young man 
in the college and 
somebody that ev¬ 
erybody had affec¬ 
tion for. 

“Him not being 
here is unbearably 
regretful. 

“Our students' 
were very upset at 1 
the time and remain 
shocked by it. I don’t 
think any of us will 
forget. It is a sorry 
story and we cannot 
feel anything 

other than 

deepest 


affected and involved.” 

Mr Palmer joined Kingston 
College in September 2013 
and was studying for a level 
3 Btec diploma in business 
studies. 

He hoped to go to universi¬ 
ty after completing his 
course in 2015.

Ash Sayani described 
her family’s anguish 
over witnesses who 
failed to help police. 

She said: “It has be¬ 
come apparent there 
were many people pre¬ 
sent when Jamil was 
murdered. A lot of these 
individuals were Jamil’s 
friends.

coal merchants and legal 
clerks. 




The newly published e- 
book Kensett, by author 
Ruth Levitt, details the con¬ 
tribution made by these ar¬ 
tisans in Kingston and 
other areas. 

Levitt says: “I discovered 
John Frederick Kensett 
(son of John Robert 
Kensett) when I was doing 
my PhD. I began to research 
the rest of family and re¬ 
alised that they were a fas¬ 
cinating group of artisans.” 

In the book, the author 
traces the rise of the train 
services from London to 
Kingston and Hampton 
Court around the 1800s. 

The Kensett family were 
significant at this period of 
time as artisans who 


provided the essential basic 
services for coal. 

Levitt adds: “The book 
was a way of weaving histo¬ 
ry with the livelihoods of 
interesting artisans. I hope 
it brings to life to readers 
how ordinary every day 
people lived. 

“I completed the book 
about a year ago after re¬ 
searching for two years. So 
I’m delighted to have it out 
there now.”

Home comforts come at a price 


Home owners in the south east 
spend an average of £4,673 to 
make their house feel like a 
home. 

Installing a new kitchen, 
upgrading the bathroom, or 
altering the layout were 
improvements undertaken by 
almost half 41.45 per cent of new 
buyers in the process of making a 
home their own according to a 
new survey by housebuilder 
Barratt Homes. 

With these stamps of 
personalisation often requiring 
building, decoration or settling in 
time, 16 per cent only felt at 
home after 50 days, while a 
further 15 per cent took over 
three months to feel at home 
after moving in. 

Decorating to personal tastes 
also plays a big part in helping 
people settle in, with the lounge 
being the priority room to 
personalise (45 per cent) followed 
by the bedroom (21 per cent). 

This all comes at a cost with 13 
per cent of recent home owners 
spending over £10,000 to turn the 
property into somewhere they 


can comfortably call their home. 

Kate Fox, Social Issues Research 
Centre, said: "Making a property 
feel like a home is really 
important to establish an 
emotional connection with your 
house or flat, and it's a shame to 
see that this is an expensive and 
timely process for many recent 
home owners - making what 
should be an exciting and special 
time much more stressful. 

"Prospective buyers should 
ensure they have considered this 
aspect before choosing the type 
of property they want to move 
into."

1) Adorn the walls with personal belongings that 
mean something significant - it's important to have 
old memories in new surroundings

Keeping up with the Jones’s 


American fridge freezers, self¬ 
cleaning ovens and wood 
burning stoves are among the 
items homeowners most aspire 
to own according to new 
research which also reveals that 
when nsumers do own much 
hyped products they don't 
necessarily know how to use 
them. 

The research, commissioned by 
The Stove Industry Alliance, 
found that while eight in 10 of
